It is our further intention, to gather quickly, the pictures of barns from various sources 
and displaying them along with smaller farm implements and artifacts at the upcoming 
Wasatch County Fair and The Mountain Valley Festivities....8th-9th Aug 1997. 


It has also been suggested that we organize several barn dances during the May-June 
1998 Smithsonian “Barn Again” display. 


One other possible suggestion, is that we have a small farm animal petting corral at the 
May-June display, along with some farm implements, with wagons, carriages etc. This 
might involve The Mountain Valley Chapter, of the Sons of the Utah Poneer members. 


One very important part of the May-June display will feature the Historic Wasatch Co. 
Barn Quilt: designed and pieced and quilted by the combined Wasatch County Camps, 
who are members of the local Daughters of the Utah Pioneers. This was accomplished 
by them, as part of thier contribution, celebrating the (1997) Sequecentennial entrance of 
the Utah Pioneers into the Great Salt Lake Valley, on 24 July 1847. 


This should conclude a remarkable Celebration of a fast-fading American Icon--Barns 
Again---as it slips into American near-oblivion.
